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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

1 . Upon initial review of the claims it appears that claims 1-117 differ in subject 
matter and therefore require a different search. In accordance with this a restriction is 
deemed proper.

715, subclass 705. 

III. Claims 67-^6 and 111-117, drawn to remote operation of computing 
devices, classified in class 715, subclass 740. 

3. Inventions Groups I, II and III are unrelated. Inventions are unrelated if it can be 
shown that they are not disclosed as capable of use together and they have different 
modes of operation, different functions, or different effects (MPEP § 806.04, MPEP § 
808.01). In the instant case the different inventions have different functions such as an 
element that is made the active component may be altered (Group I), a user can access 
assistance or information regarding an application or operation interactively (Group II) 
and a user has access to and control of a data processing system or component at a 
location removed from the user (Groups III).
